Morris and he attended a dance in 
Grant street'Saturday night, and got 
on the last car east, shortly after mid- 
night. This car did'not run to North 


Newark and the three young men had 
to walk to their homes. 


West had on a pair of new-shoes, 


which hurt; his feet and he.,took them 
off, and was walking in. his stock-: 
inged feet. • Morris left -the other "two 
and,went to his home, while Kidwell 
and West walked north on- the tracks- 
from the Rugg Halter Works to~the 
.•corner of Stevens street, where they 
stood^ talking for some- time. Kidwell 
left bisxcompanion .to go to his- home 
in Cottage street, and never saw West 
until he viewed his dead body in the 
Bazler & Bradley morgue, where it 
had been prepared for burial. 


The dead- man is married and leaves 


a widow and one son, tout he lived at 
the home of his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
J. <C. West at 43 Stevens street. The 
latter has not.' (been well and the 
•shock of her soil's awful 
fate has 


nearly prostrated her.

AUSTRIAN VIEW 


OF THE REPLY 


FROM SERVIA 
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Vienna, Austria, July 27.—A com- 


munication issued b> the Austro-Hun- 
garian loreign uiB.ce today sets forth 
the Austrian view of the Servian re- 
ply to Austria's note demanding the 
cessation of the pan-Servian agitation 
and the punishment of those con-: 
cerned in the assassination at Saraye- 
vo, of Archduke Francis Ferdinand 
and his consort. The communication

FEEDING WHEAT 


WITH PRDFIT 
TO THE FARMER 


Numerous letters received by the 


Ohio Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion indicate that many farmers are 
planning to feed wheat to livestock. 
Corn and wheat are very similar in 
chemical composition, and numerous 
feeding trials have shown that they 
have about the same feeding value 
per pound. 
There is greater need 


for grinding wheat 
than corn, for 


the small hard grains are likely to 
escape mastication and 
digestion if 


fed whole, 
and it is advisable 
to 


grind for all kinds of livestock ex- 
cept sheep and poultry. 
On account 


of the pasty character of wet ground 
wheat it is frequently worth while to 
mix a coarser or more granular feed 
with, the 
ground 
wheat. 
Feeding 


whole wheat alone to horses in any 
large amount is, in addition to wast- 
ing a part of the grain, 
likely to 


cause digestive troubles; and wheat, 
ground or whole, is probably less 
satisfactory for horses "than for other 
stock. 
The need for 
using 
such 


feeds as tankage, 
linseed 
oilmeal, 


skim milk or green 
feeds in pork 


production is not greatly diminished, 
if at all, by using wheat in place of 
corn. Rye has a shgllitly lower feed- 
ing value, and a lower palatability, 
particularly for 
poultry, 
than has 


either corn or wheat. 
Rye has the 


same need for grinding as has wheat. 
When ground wheat or ground rye 
may be had at a price as low as that 
of shelled corn, they may well be 
used in animal feeding; 
otherwise 


their use is likely to result in loss in- 
stead of profit.

The Pastor began his discourse with 
he declaration that ours is:,the day of 
Wealth. 
Nothing to compare with it 


has ever been known in the world's 
history. Not merely have we discover- 
ed, rich deposits of gold, silver and 
precious stones; not merely are these 
being mined in a provident-and suc- 
cessful manner, with which nothing in 
the past could compare; but additional- 
ly the world is growing richer in every 
conceivable way. 


This statement was illustrated by 


reference to the growth of- our cities 
in size and beauty, in,sanitary conve- 
niences, in spacious parks., in good., 
paved streets and boulevards; and to 
our industries.- which are multiplying 
machinery perfected within the .last 
ififty years and turning.out-products of 
convenience and value. 
These add 


greatly to the world's comfortrand ma- 
terial wealth, and are not merely per- 
jshable articles such as clothing and 
biuc-a-brac. but substantial edifices, 
etc. 
Vast libraries. ; both public and 


private, are being acquired.. Many for- 
mer luxuries are becoming, almost ne- 
cessities, because of the facility -with 
which, they are produced. All these 
things, and many others, constitute 
riches, one glance at which would 
amaze our ancestors.

The Thinning of Fruit. 


July is a good time to do thinning 


in apple and peach 
orchards. Few 


growers who have -tried thinning and 
seen its results are willing to grow a 
crop without mking this a part-of the 
work. 
The' chief dbject in view is 


to secure the largest amount of first 
•quality fruit. Other considerations are 
the relief of overburdened- limbs which 
might break from overweight, and a 
reduction of the strain upon the trees 
.which maturing too large a crop 
would bring. In the first place, all 
fruits,- imperfect because of 
insect, 


disease or physical injury, are 
re- 


moved. Then, specimens that are -in 
clusters or close enough to touch 
'should be thinned off. When choice ia 
allowed, these fruits which are most 
nearly uniform in shape and domi- 
nant in size should, of course, be al- 
lowed to, remain. The indefinite part 
of the practice of thinning is the to- 
.tal amount of fruit to be removed. 
Here is where the thinner's judgment 
must be displayed. He will have to 
take into consideration, the kind of 
fruiti the number of specimens on the 
tree, the size he desires together with 
the strength of the soil and the prob- 


able - rainfall. =--While some men thin 
apples and peaches to four, six, eight 
and even ten inches apart, yet it' is 
better to adopt an elastic system, 
which includes a consideration of Im- 
mediate conditions.
